REGARDING EXPRESS CO. 


Samnwry of Report Which Concludes 
—Purpose of the Inquiry Was 
Charged Were Reasonable. 


The following is the summary of 
the finding of the Railway Comrais- 
sion regarding the express companies 
giving details not included in the ear- 
lier despatches trom Ottawa.

Dealing with the question of tariff 
toll the judgment says that the mat- 
ter was being dealt with solely with

sonable. “They might,” says the 
Judgment, “upon the whole produce | 
feasonable returns to carriers, and yet | 
some classes of traffic might be un-| 
duly burdened other classes be carried 
for less than reasonable charges.

“likewise railways, as their principals, 
to public and country at large, The 
jaw as interpreted by the late chief 
commissioner, and with which inter- 
pretation we entirely agree, imposes 
upon tlese carriers the onus of satis- 
fying the board that their tolls are 
fair and reasonable. Has this bur- 
den been discharged? We feef that 
it has not been, and in so ruling 
we sre not interpreting the meaning 
of this onus in @ narrow sense. It 
should not be so dealt with. A car- 
rier is entitled to much latitude in 
framing these tariffs. There are 
many elements of loss and danger 
that must be provided for, but after 
making every allowance for all con- 
tingencies we can think of we are 
impressed with the fact that the earn- 
ings o! the railway companies upon 
express traffic are upon the whole ex- 
cessive and should be reduced, Ar- 
riving, after most serious considera- 
tion, at this conclusion, it follows that 
the application of the companies to 
allow their tariffs, as they stand, can- | 
not succeed and must be refused. In| 
this result it will be necessary to pre- 
pare new tariffs, and in framing them 
regard may be had to certain outlines 
that follow.”

SCHOOL MONEY 


Dept. of Education to Pay Out $90, 


000—More Than 80 Per Cent 
goes to Elementary Schools 


Hon. C, R. Mitchell, minister of 
education, hag decided to distribut 
& portion of the funds derived from 
the Bducational Tax which is each 
year levied on assessabie land situated 
sutside establisned school districts. 

The Act provides for a division o| 
tae revenue obtained from this source 
in the tollowing’ proportions: 20 pe: 
cent for the provincial university; 
per cent. for our elementary publi 

| Schools; 15 per cent. for the second- 
ary departments of these schools, and 
15 per cent for an initial grant to 
new school districts organized from 
lands which have been contributing 
towards this tax. 

The amount how being distributed 
among the schools of the province 
amounts to about $90,000, over 80 
per cent. of which will go to the ele- 
mentary schools. 

This distribution does not by any 
means exhaust the fund, so that from 
time to time similar distributions will 
be made.
